VERNON DOES NOT KNOW GALT. BY HIS FIRST NAME; HOWEVER, ENTRIES 
IN THE LAUNDRY BOOK WHICH WERE OBTAINED FROM VERNON INDICATE THAT 
GALT’S FIRST NAME WAS GIVEN TO THE LAUNDRY AS ERIC. VERNON STATED 
GALT USUALLY WORE BERMUDA SHORTS, A SPORTS SHIRT WITH A T-SHIRT 
UNDERNEATH WHEN HE CAME INTO THE STORE. HE SAID THAT GALT NEVER 
WORE GLASSES NOR DID HE EVER OBSERVE HIM TO HAVE SUNGLASSES IN HIS 
POSSESSION. VERNON COULD NOT RECALL WHAT TYPE OF FOOTWEAR GALT

ERNON NEVER NOTICED ANYTHING UNUSUAL ABOUT GALT'S SPEECH, AND 
STATED HE WOULD ASSUME THAT GALT WOULD COME FROM THE CALIFORNIA 
AREA AS HE HAD NO NOTICIBLE REGIONAL ACCENT. 

VERNON WAS EXHIBITED THE TWO COMPOSITES FURNISHED BY THE
